1 . Claims 10-14 and 17-21 are pending in this communication filed 09/21/05 
entered as RCE and Amendment. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/21/05 has been entered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because Figure 1 , element "12" in the drawing is 
referenced as "ACCT COTS SW" and the specification references element "12" as 
"accounting software"; element "24" in the drawing is "ELECTRONIC PAYMENT 
PROCESS CENTER" and in the Specification element "24" is "processing center"; 
element "30" in the drawing is "ELECTRONIC TRANSFER" and in the specification 
element "24" is "electronic transfer process"; and element "36" in the drawing is 
"DEPOSIT IN VENDOR ACCOUNT" and in the specification element "36' is 'deposit in 
vendor bank account"; Figure 2 element "28" in the drawing is 'PRINTED CHECKS" and 
in the specification element "28" is "printed check"; element "48" in the drawing is 
"PRINTED CHECKS" and in the specification element "48" is "printer"; and element "60" 
in the drawing is "ELECTRONIC PAYMENTS" and in the specification element "60" is 
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"electronic payments file"; Figure 3 element "76" in the drawing is "EXTERNAL 
PROCESS" and in the specification element "76" is "query task" and element "96" in the 
drawing is LOG BATCH" and in the specification element "96" is "log file". Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

5. The Specification is objected to because the amendment to the Specification filed 
3/12/03 contains the following acronyms: DACEASY, SAP, SQL, and CA and the 
original Specification on page 9, line 12 contains the acronym MICR and line 26 the 
acronym EDS; page 1 1 , line 18 contains the acronym DDE and page 12, line 8 contains 
the acronym DLL. The acronyms should be written as follows, for example: Personal 
Computer (CPU). 

Also, in the Specification, Figure 2, element "50" is not found; Figure 3, elements 
"82, 84, 86, 90, and 92" are not found; and Figure 4, elements "112" and "114" are not 
found in the description of these figures. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claims 10 and 18 contain conditional statements. 

Claim 10 recites "if it is determined at the print data reader that the manner of 
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effectuating the payment includes an electronic payment file, effectuating the payment 
by performing the steps of:" but does not recite what happens if it is not determined at 
the print data reader that the manner of effectuating the payment does not include an 
electronic payment file, not effectuating the payment by performing the steps of:". Claim 
18 has a similar problem. These independent claims 10 and 18 are rejected for the 
above reason and the dependent claims 11-14, 17, and 19-21 that depend there from. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Ganesan (US 6,678,664) disclosed accounts payable and a database. 
Brown et al (US 6,532,450) disclosed accounts payable, a vendor, and a 
database query.
